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TRON SHIP BUILDING IMPROVED METHODS OF ROLLING 
AND CUTTING SHEET-IRON. ; 
In the Journal of the 21st ult, we inserted a leiter from Mr. Fairbairn, 


of Manchester, on the subject of Thorneycroft’s improved shears for cut- 
ting sheet-iron, with a few remarks thereon; we now give a description 
of them illustrated by diagrams, and also of an improved reverberatory 
furnace for puddling, re-heating, or balling iron, and of improved rollers 
for boiler, ship, and other plate-iron. The importance to the rapidly im- 
proving science of iron ship building in the correct preparation of the plates 
is great; when finished in the works to the nicely calculated measure- 
ment of the naval architect, with well defined edges, and proper lines, a 
adapt themselves to cach other, and are rivetted, and the work complete 
with facility and dispatch, As these improved shears will cut sheet-iron 
of any width required, leaving an edge as trac as if planed, they will un- 
doubtedly prove of the utmost value to the iron shipbuilder, an the com- 
mendation dd by Mr. Fairbairn is a proof of their utility, and that the 
principle of their construction is scientifieally correct. It is, however, not 
only in works of magnitude, such as ships, that their superiority will be 
found, as they can be constructed of any size ; and, from their power and 
facility in use, can cnt metal of much greater thickness than by the com- 
mon shears: they will be found as useful in every iron establishment, from 
the smith’s shop to the largest works. Seer Ny: 

To the scientific boiler maker especially, plates sheared on this principle 
cannot be otherwise than of great advantage, for, by means of guages fixed 
at right angles, and also parallel with the steel cutters (a plan which could 
not be adopted in the old mode of shearing), any number of plates can be 
cut to one uniform size and perfectly rectangular, which cannot fail to im- 
prove very much the appearance of the workmanship of a boiler, even if 
t possessed no*other advantage.

Fig. 1 is an elevation of the machine ; 2, transverse section ; 3, the up- 
per or moving cutter; 4, the under or fixed cutter; and, 5, a section of 
both the cutters; d,d, is the frame-work of the machine, the upright ends 
of which will be further from, or nearer to, each other, according to the 
length of the cutter employed ; e, e, is the lower or fixed cutter, the upper 
edge of which is at right angles with the sides—while the under edge of the 
upper or moveable cutter, f, f, makes an angle of forty-five degrees as seen 
in figure 3; the upper cutter is suspended by iron straps, g, g, to the axis, 
4A, which is made to revolve by steam or other power; on this axis are 
five cams, or eccentrics—one beneath each strap, and three others, i, i, 7, 
projecting in an opposite direction from the centre of motion. By this ar- 
rangement the cut is performed with the greatest facility and perfection, 
the scrap comes off nearly straight, and is thus more readily formed into 
piles to be heated, and again rolled or drawn under the hammers. 

The improvements in the reverberatory furnace consist in allowing the 
air to pass up through the bridge, which is hollow, into the furnace, and 
an advantage is obtained by letting streams of air above, or at the sides of 
the fire, in addition to what comes through between the fire bars, and it 
will be found by these arrangments the heat of the furnace will be main- 
tained with less.fuel, and there will be less smoke pass through and awa 
from the furnace, and the heat thus obtained will be found more suitable 
for conducting either of the processes of puddling, boiling, re-heating, or 
balling iron, and it is found that less waste of iron takes place by this ar- 
rangement, and the bridge of such furnace will be found to be more last- 
ing when the means of applying air above described are resorted to, in the 
processes of puddling, boiling, re-heating, or balling iron. By admitti 
air as above mentioned, the e becomes much whiter and hotter, which 
renders it necessary to narrow the passage from the body of the furnace to 
the flue or chimney used to obtain a draft, and the furnace should be con- 


structed with every possible care in order to exclude air into the 
furnace, at any point beyond the bridge, other than what unavoi passes 
through the stopper hole, or door, used by the workman. When construct- 


ing the furnace, if flues be formed along the two'sides:to allow of a cur- 
rent of air entering and passing th them and under the bottom of 
the furnace, as is sometimes practised, in order to keep the sides and bot- 
tom of the furnace cool, the air so heated should be caused to pass to and 
—_ the flue bridge and under the fire of the furnace, and the heated 
air will materially aid the cold air passing under the grate of the fire. 

_ With respect to the rolling of iron for boiler and other plates or sheets, it 
is well known that jn making boiler and other plates of a width of eleven 
inches or upwards, the process of a is performed by means of plain 
rollers, which cause the to be rough and unequal, and the two edges 
are not pene it is, re, necessary, in order to gbtain boiler or other 
plates of a width equal to eleven inches or upwards, to roll the plates wider 
than the width required, and then to cut or shear off the edges, to obtain 
the width desired, which materially adds to the expense of obtaining boiler 
and other plates of the widths above mentioned. Won, this part of the in- 
vention consists in apr or rolling such plates by means of grooved, in 
place of plain, rollers, at he same time, or in place of finishing such sheets

Member for Sheffield, having 
for its object the abolition of the duty at present imposed on the 
‘importation of foreign ores, and hoped to have been in a position 
this week to have entered more fully on the subject, supporting such 
arguments as we might adduce by “factsand figures,” and illustrating 
our remarks by some tabular statements. Weregrct that we are notin 
a position to do so, yet we cannot allow the opportunity to escape, of 
directing notice to the Swansea Ticketing Paper in our columns 
of to-day. It will be seen, that the sales for the weck amount to 
55,9611. 3s., the quantity of ore being 4500 tons, giving, onan average, 
12/. 8s. 9d. per ton. It is, however, only right we should draw a dis- 
tinction between the produce of foreign and home mines, The Cobre 
mines sold 2823 tons, the amount being 37,8122. 7s., or 132, 83. per 
ton; Santiago, 403 tons, produce 5524/. 6s. 6d., or 137. 88, 6d. per 
ton ; San Jose in Cobre, 296 tons, yielding 39197. 14s. 6d., or 137. 5s. 
per ton—thus giving from the mines of Cuba alone an aggregate of 
3522 tons, producing 47,2511. 8s., or 137. 8s. 7d. per ton. If to this 
we add the ore for sale, on the. 16th instant, which from Cuba 
and Chili alone is 8778 tons, and which we may fairly assume, 
at the same rate, to amount to 53,889/.; the ores from the Cobre 
Mines, 1981 tons, producing 26,550/.; those from the Cuba Mine, 
857. tons, or 11,5052. 4s. 6d.; the Santiago, 504 tons, or 67661. 4s. ; 
San Jose in Cobre, 242 tons, or 32487. 17s., and 194 tons from Chili, 
which may be taken at 30/. per ton, 58201. give 53,8897. as the 
amount of sales in the next fortnight, from foreign mines, and which, 
added to those of the present week, give a total of 101,140/..

Surely Mr. Parker will not again attempt to address the Heuse 
of Commons, or advance an argument in favour of the abolition 
of the import duties, on the plea, that the shipping interest is likely 
to go to decay.

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PATENT GALVANISED IRON. 


Srm$—In your columns of last week, Mr. Malins, of the Galvanised Iron 
Company, attempts to disprove our right to be considered as the first pub- 
lishers and introducers of all those improvements in the process of coating 
iron with zine (commonly called galvanising), in consequence of which it 
is no longer a practically impracticable thing, as the Galvanised Iron Com- 
pany’s own witnesses, at the late trial, swore Craufurd’s patent to be. In 
this attempt Mr. Malins lays himself strangely open to the charge of con- 
| tradicting himself, for in February last, at which time Craufurd’s patent 
was declared to be invalid, he, as well as other witnesses, swore positively 
that the Galvanised Iron Company never, to his or their knowledge, coated 
any article whatever according to Craufurd’s patent ; whereas, now he dis- 
tinctly and publicly declares, that it is under that very patent that they, 
the Galvanised Iron Company, work, and haye worked. It is equally 
strange, that Mr. Malins should so frequently and anxiously have sought 
a license to work under our patents, the very patents which he now, after 
having been refused a license, calls mere “copies” of Craufurd’s, when 
at the time he solicited such license, he already had the right to work under 
Craufurd’s patent, if it had been ticable soto do. In addition to this, 
we must observe, that Craufurd’s was not the first patent under which zinc 
was applied in coating iron or copper, and further, that we are prepared 
to prove, when next we meet in court, the perfect truth, not only of what 
Mr. Malins calls our mis-statement, but, also, of all the other points which 
My. Malins has judged it most prudent to pass over in silence, and which, 
as well as that to which he alludes, are contained in our letter of the 20th 
ult. Perhaps Mr. Malins would also be good enough to inform the public 
how it came to pass, that no one ever did, or was able, to work under this 
“ most valuable patent” of Craufurd’s, though various efforts to do so were 
made, until after our first patent had not only been specified and published, 
but twelve months after we had been working under it.

~ AMERICAN IMPROVEMENTS IN LOCOMOTIVE ENGINES. 

Str,—In your Number of 21st inst., I observe a notice headed “ Ame- 
rican Improvements in Locomotive Machinery ;” upon this I beg your per- 
mission to make a few remarks, as it is but justice to our own countrymen 
to place such statements in their true light; I proceed at once to analyse 
the account given of the performance of the Atlantic. I will suppose the 
engine to have cylinders of 16 in. diameter, and 24 in, stroke—this being, 
I believe, the largest size made by Messrs. Norris; should, however, the 
supposition be incorrect, it will not materially affect my observations, The 
requisite average pressure of the steam in the cylinders, with the load men- 
tioned, would be at least 87 lbs. ag square inch above the atmosphere; 
to supply the cylinders with such steam ata velocity of 11} miles per 
hour (the velocity requisite to run eighty-four miles in eight hours, in- 
cluding stoppages), would require an evaporating power of 190 cubic feet 
of water per hour. The boilers are precisely of the same construction as 
those employed in England, and I put’it to any one conversant with loco- 
motive engines, whether an engine could be constructed with such an eva- 
porating power, and of proper strength of boiler plates, weighing only 
(fuel and water included) 15,4, tons. Now, I turn to the question of ad- 
hesion. The train is said to have weighed 1268 tons ; add for the tender, 
7 tons: resistance of air, equivalent to 65 tons—equivalent train, 1340 tons; 
which, at 7 lbs. per ton, gives a traction force of 9380 Ibs. The weight of the 
engine was 15.8, tons, or 35,392 Ibs., consequently, the ratio of the adhe- 
sion to the insistent weight was y4,—nearly double of what it could pos- 
sibly have been under the most favourable circumstances. Why the ad- 
hesion should be more in America than in England I leave to your cor- 
respondent to explain. Next, as to the running round curves; the six 
driving-wheels being all coupled, the axles were necessarily parallel, and, 
therefore, the “ Bogie ” principle could not be applied. I ask, then, how 
this engine could run round curyes of 700 feet radius, with the most per- 
fect facility? As to the “ flexible vibrating truck,” it can only have one 
of two meanings—cither something of the “ Bogie” principle, to permit 
the axles to converge, or a sort of balance-beam, to divide the weight 
equally upon the driving-wheels, The former interpretation is inadmis- 
sible, because the wheels were all coupled, and, consequently, the distance 
from centre to centre, of the axles invariable. ‘The latter refers to a sys- 
tem, invented, not, I believe, by Messrs, Norris, but by Messrs, Eastwick

ON STEAM BOILER, EXPLOSIONS. 

Sr,—On reading the article on this subject, which appeared in the last 
Mining Journal, I was much disposed at first to fall in with what seems to 
be the opinion of the writer, that the overheating of the flue could not be 
a cause 1 to the effect ; but, on a closer examination of the matter, I 
perceive I had formed no adequate coneeption of the extent of such a cause. 
Without arriving at perfect aecuracy in the following calculations, I have 
hoary thrown together the materials, from which I think we may form 
a sufficiently correct estimate of such a cause to produce such effects. Not 
having any pine of the dimensions of the boiler in question, or of 
the internal flue which collapsed, I have assumed it to be a cylindrical one 
of twenty feet long and four feet diameter, with an internal flue of two feet 
diameter, I have taken the capacity of the boiler too, as though it were 
all occupied with water and steam, and would contain 320 cubic fect of 
such matter, which will leave, on the supposition of the water being low, 
or the boiler not above one-fourth full, steam room equal to 240 cubic feet. 
The next question is, the extent of the fluc, that may be supposed to have 
been red hot ; if this were equal to fifteen feet in length, and to extend 
round the upper half of the flue, the heated surface would be forty-five 

ware feet ; if the plate were half-inch thick, say 20 lbs. to the foot, we 
should have 900 Ibs. of iron thus heated. We come next to the specific 
heat of iron, as compared with water; which is nearly as one to eight ; 
again, the temperature of the iron above that of the steam, or water, when 
at 45 Ibs. pressure, we obtain by subtracting 275 from 1050 ; this leaves 
775 degrees in excess in the 900 Ibs, of iron. Referring again to the spe- 
cific heat of water and iron on the transmission of the 775 degrees of heat 
from the latter to the former, it-would raise 112 Ibs, of water an equal 
number of degrees ; it will also be seen that this heat is sufficient to con- 
vert 120 Ibs, of water into steam, whieh, as steam at 45 Ibs. on the inch, is 
in volume equal to 1170 cubic feet ; if, then, on the supposition that the 
steam room ijn the boiler be equal to 240 cubic feet, and this previously 
occupied with steam of 45 lbs, on the inch, our wonder abates at the insig- 
nifi of the cause to produce such tremendous effects. For was this 
steam all compressed into the 240 cubic feet, its pressure would be upwards 
of 260 Ibs. on the inch, or, in other words, if this 120 lbs, of water was in- 
stantly converted into steam it would be very nearly six times the weight 
of steam the boiler would contain at 45 Ibs. pressure, as it will be found 
that 24 Ibs. of steam, at 45 Ibs. to the inch, is in volume nearly 240 cubic 
feet. Another view the writer of the article in question seems to rely upon, 
as proof against the supposition ihe anes being thus produced, is, that 
the iron would acquire as heat as would indicate redness in 
five minutes, whilst five minutes would do little towards generating steam, 
equal to produce the contemplated result ; but he overlooks the fact, that 
as heat is ordinarily applied to ‘steain-boilers, it is commingled with, and

too, is so high that any trifling error will not practically affeet the conclu- 
sions. The article would further lead us to suppose that there was a de- 
sire on the part of the public to prevent such fearful explosions; that they 
may be prevented altogether is highly probable, but as this may seem too 
much to expect, yet sure Iam that no such loss of life and sacrifice of 
property could take place,’were tubular boilers substituted in place of those 
large magazines of explosive matter which are daily scattering destruction 
around them. The timid housekeeper would feel much alarmed was he 
assured that a ton of gunpowder was stowed in the cellar, liable to be ex- 
ploded by any chance sparks that may come in contact with it—while he 
would feel little disturbed by the knowledge that one ounce of such matter 
were there. A: similar relation exists between the bursting of the tubular 
boiler and the large boiler of the common kind. But, then, we advocates 
ofthe tubular boiler frighten people, by connecting with them steam of high 
pressure—say, from 80 lbs. to 100Ibs.; that this may startle people that 
have given little or no attention to the subject, is conceivable—but how 
men professedly conversant with all the laws and properties connected with 
steam, and the manner in which such fluid acts in its tendency to burst the 
boiler, can have doubts of their all but perfect safety, is to me surprising. 
With your permission, Mr. Editor, I will, on an early occasion, forward 
you some further remarks relative to the safest, most convenient, and most 
economical mode of generating and employing steam through the instru- 
mentality of the steam-engine.

ON THE RENDING FORCE OF-STEAM IN BOILERS. 

Sin,—I beg to submit the following on the rending force of steam act- 
ing against the sides and ends of boilers. The Cornish boiler consists of 
two cylindrical tubes of different diameters, but of equal lengths; the 
smaller one is placed in the er! ar one, and the space at the ends between 
the two tubes closed. Now, all the force tending to drive off the ends of 
the boiler is on an area produced by deducting the area of the diameter of 
the lesser tube from the area of the diameter of the greater tube in inches, 
and multiplying by the elastic force of the steam in pounds per square 
inch ; this produces a strain on the tubes of no consideration in practice. 
The greatest action the boiler has to resist is along its sides, which tends 
to produce a division of the boiler along its length from end to end; this 
force is ascertained by multiplying simply the length of the boiler by the 
diameter of the case, or outer cylinder, and this sum by the elastic force of 
the steam per square inch ; this, divided by the lineal inches along both 
sides of the boiler, or twice its length in inches, will give the force in pounds 
on every lineal inch. 

Given—A boiler 360 inches long, 72 inches diameter, and 50 lbs. per 
square inch elastic force of steam : required the force per lineal inch on the 
boiler plate ?—360 x 72 x 50= 1,296,000—720= 1800 Ibs. per lineal inch. 

Given—A boiler 360 inches long, 36 inches diameter, and 50 lbs. elastic 
force of steam: required the force per lineal inch on the boiler plate ?— 
360 x 36 x 50= 648,000—720= 900 lbs. per lineal inch, or 1800 lbs. per 
square inch sectional area of the boiler plate, when the plate is $-inch thick. 

Given—The cohesive force of malleable iron, 30,000 lbs. per lincal inch, 
in plates of }-inch thickness :; required the diameter of boiler necessary, to 
be torn asunder by an elastic force of 50 Ibs. per square inch?—The pres- 
sure per lineal inch in a boiler of one-inch diameter is 25 Ibs., and 2o00 
= 1200 inches, or 100 feet diameter, the breaking strain of the boiler.

The experiments have been made (Dr, Playfait ; ny, Eng- 
land, Sweden, and Norway, and these area 
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At the same meeting of the association, Professor Ansted read a paper 
“ On the Ventilation of Coal Mines,” in which he stated he considered @ 
proprietor who neglected haying at least two shafts to each coal mine, “ as 
culpable as a merchant who sent a ship to sea which was not sea-worthy.” 
Professor Faraday agreed with the general views of Professor Ansted, and 
added, moreover, that “ he was quite disheartened as to devising any thing 
that would wholly prevent explosive accidents by the employment of che- 
mical agencies.” So we are all coming to the conviction of thorough ven- 
tilation—nothing but ventilation—for which some of us, as your columns 
can testify, have been long strenuously contending. 

Professor Ansted would prefer still more shafts, but has also been em- 
bued with an erroneous view of their expense, which a proper official in- 
vestigation will easily dissipate. I think we may congratulate ourselves 
on the progress which correct principles are now making, and remain, Sir 
your's, &c.— June 30.

The importance to be attached to the most simple and perfect processes 
of assaying ores is so manifest, while the cost attendant on acquiring the 
results is so considerable through the ordinary channels, that we gladly 
avail ourselves of the promised assistance of several correspondents to re- 
cord the Larvae used by them. It may be, in some instances, that they 
are not the most simple or perfect, while it must be borne in mind, that 
more than ordinary care is required in the tests; however, as an approxi- 
mation, we feel assured our readers will be well pleased with this new fea- 
ture in the Journal—while we trast we may Wana Nee their assist- 
ance. In addition to such data as we may acquire ‘ivate sources, 
we shall, from time to time, make such extracts from i works as 
we may conceive useful in promoting the object in view. Our present il- 
lustration is from a practical assayer, and we have reason to hope that our 
Cornish frignds will further enlighten us by a brief description of the dry 
process, as gérlerally applied to the ores’ of that county. 
Qn tHE CHEmicaL Assay or Coprer Ore For SILVER BY THE Hu- 
MID Process.— Take 1 oz. of undressed pulverised ore ina glass retort, 
and cover'it with ten times the quantity of pure nitric acid, of 15 to 16 
specific gravity, allowing it to digest until the whole be dissolved. It will 
be well, previous to this operation, to boil the 1 0z. of ore in a solution of 
2 0z. of carbonated kali until its evaporation, with a view of secur- 
‘ing the silver contained in the cg’ A ane Bars 0 as above 
stated. ‘The solution of nitric acid is then filtered and diluted with saline 
or muriatic acid of common salt, until the horn silver is entirely precipi- 
tated. . This precipitation is again filtered and diluted with boiling water 
to separate the lead that may be contained in the acid. Having com- 
pleted the evaporation of the ee to dryness, weigh—100 parts of 
rn silver is equal to 75 of pure silver.

LEEDS, Taurspay.—A-considerable amount of business has taken place on 
our Stock Exchange during the past week, but the great bulk of it consists 
chiefly in the new lines, not that old lines are neglected, but the favourites 
among the many speculators who operate in this market, are the small stock, 
which are preferred to the larger. Nothing has fluctuated more dnring the 
past week than Leeds and West Riding Junction shares, and West Yorks, the 
former having fallen from all but 92, last Friday, to less than 4/. per share; 
the latter having advanced from 1/. 5s. to 4/. a share: this extreme depres- 
sion took place on Friday,that being theday on which the West Riding Junc- 
tion was rejected in the committee of the House of Lords. The news of this 
rejection, so little expected a few days previously, caused the greatest excite- 
ment in Leeds and neighbourhood, and great amounts of money must have 
changed hands in very quick time. Surely the promoters of these two rival 
lines will find out some amicable method of adjusting their differences, and be 
fully prepared, before another session, with some that will meet with 
the general approbation of all parties, although it is by no means an easy task 
to find out what is so much needed. Midland stock maintains its d ad- 
mirably at 1882, notwithstanding the protracted discussion in of the 
London and York. The traffic this spring will quite equal that of last autumn, 
and we doubt not likely to exceed that of last spring by at least 50,0001— 
It is curious to see the traffic of the Manchester and Birmingham this spring, 
being actually greater than that of last autamn! which is not the case wi 
any other line in the kingdom, although no additional length of road has taken 
place, as stated. The shares are anything but lively, at 61/. or so. Manchester 
and Leeds experienced a terrible fall last Saturday, owing to the loss of the 
Leeds and West Riding, but they have rather recovered themselves, and now 
stand at 172/. We are obliged to curtail our remarks this week, from a pres- 
sure of business and a want of time; but we ‘must not omit to say, that, al- 
though the Erewash Bill will be opposed in the Lords’ committee very vigor- 
ously, the opposing interests will not prevail we feel pretty well assured. It 
must not be forgotten, that the preamble of this bill was poovnd eight or nine 
years ago, so that our confidence in its passing is not at all diminished by the 
preparations of its opponents.

_ In the present most inefficient state of internal communication in India, it 
is scarcely possible to arrive at anything like an accurate statement as to the 
—_— amount of passenger traffic; but the fact of the immense number of 
uropean and native troops, Government stores, passing and repassing to the 
upper provinces, and the safe and accelerated transmission of the mail, the 
frequent, and, at the same time, tedious and expensive palanquin travelling, 
which to Patna costs 260 rupees, and occupies four days, and the large amount 
of native traffic created by a more ready and rapid mode of intercourse be- 
tween the several provinces through which the lines will pass, show a strong 
case for expecting that large returns will eventually accrue to the shareholders 
of this undertaking. 

From a statistical return of the inland trade of India, it is found that the an-

Xo yet undecided question of the guage, as involved in the struggle 
between the Oxford, Worcester, and Wolverhampton, and the Oxford and 
Rugby lines, represented by the London and Birmingham and Great 
Western Companies, is still the chief topic of conversation in the railway 
world. Each party are making the most strenuous exertions to be fully 


























| for the examination of the commission to be appointed as the result of Mr. 
| Cobden’s motion. We think it highly probable (and hope such will be the 
| case) that the subject will not be brought before the Pecrs, until the result 
Western party would endeavour to convince the public that it is not merely 
a question of the guage, but one as to which railway will be of the greatest 
public utility, it is quite clear that, once admit the principle of the admix- 
ture of guages of different widths, it becomes hard to imagine to what 
lengths it may be carried. It having been repeatedly clearly shown that 
both principles have their advantages as well as disadvantages, and that,

ramount question is, shall the property in upwards of 2000 miles of rail- 
way, laid down on the narrow guage, under the compulsion ofthe Legislature 
itself, and which in speed, economy, and safety, has been proved to meet 
all the public demands—shall such property, representing, as it does, be- 
| tween 30,000,0007. and 40,000,000/. sterling, be liable to deterioration and 
| spoilage, by carrying out the whims and fancies of engineering invaders, 
| representing, it may truly be said, one company only, embracing a line and 
its branches, jointly of not more than 300 miles—we think there can be but 
one answer to the question. We have every respect for the talents of Mr. 
Brunel, and admire the spirited and energetic manner in which he broke 
through the trammels first forged by the Legislature, as to the width of 
guage, but we may buy gold too dear; and the narrow guage having 
spread itself over the length and breadth of Great Britain, we fear we 
must confine that gentleman within his own territory... It is a convincing 
proof ofthe confusion which will take place on an admixture of the guages, 
when we find a company projected for the formation of railways, with a 
capital of 4,000,000/., in a dilemma, as to what face it shall wear before 
Parliament, and with a very strong inclination, like Janus, to put on two. 
The Great Welsh Junction Railway Company in one paragraph of their 
prospectus call upon the directors of all the narrow guage lines to support 
them before the Standing Orders’ Committee; and in another they state 
that they shall be perfectly prepared to lay down the narrow within the 
broad guage, and thus accommodate vehicles from the Great Western as 
well as other lines. We are no advocates for confining the energies and 
enterprise of engineering science, convineed that in many points we are 
still in our infancy; we would open the widest possible door for the en- 
trance of the spirit of improvement and advancement, and leave the arena 
for their exertions free as the air we breathe; but, when so much property 
is at stake, we think it requires more than common consideration, and we 
trust the commission to be appointed will take a just and impartial view 
of the subject, and will hesitate ere they arrive at a decision.

Though twice placed upon the orders of the day of the Chamber of Deputies, 
for discussion in the course of the present session, an attempt was made on 
Monday to obtain the postponement for another year of the projet de loi rela- 
tive to the railways from Tours to Nantes, and from Paris to Strasburg. It 
was not successful, however ; the Chamber, by a great majority, deciding against 
it. The first article of the projet, authorising the adjudication of the tfne from 
Tours to Nantes, conformably to the cahier des” , Was then put to the 
vote, and adopted, as was the cahier des charges i _with a few unimportant 
amendments. The second article, authorising the adjudication of the railway 
from Paris to Strasburg, with an embranchment on Rheims, and on Metz and 
the Prussian frontier, towards Saarbruck, was then called on. It gave rise to 
a long debate, which was not concluded at the rising of the Chamber. Several 
amendments, proposing different embranchments, or chan in, or additions 
to, those laid down in the projet, were discussed at considerable length, but 
they were all opposed by the Government, and rejected by the Chamber. The 
discussion was resumed this morning, and is proceeding at the time I write. 

The report on the Western Railway was laid on the bureau of the Chamber 
on Monday, and ordered to be printed ; but, of course, it will not be taken into 
consideration this year. ‘The postponement of this law is greatly regretted by 
the inhabitants of the western provinces, which, are more in need of 
railway communication than any other in the kingdom. The delay, you are 
aware, took place from amere oversight—the Minister having negotiated with 
a company formed by the union of the two Versailles companies, whereas, in 
point of law, no such existed, the two Versailles companies not hav- 
ing had the precaution, as the law requires, to dissolve themselves, and form
